Rest in bed, cold applications to the 
head and some purgative medicine taken so 
as to operate in the morning, will usually ef- 
fect B cure.

A dime that Lasted Through Several

V\ hen the flrst white missionaries en- 


deavored to explain to Indians the Chris- 
tian religion, the effect was at times rather 
startling. The Indians mistook the sub- 
stance for tlie symbol, the objective for the 
subjective. It is not surprising therefore 
that an O^ibewuy chief, who once traveled 
in the early dawn of Canadian civilization 
as far us Montreal, and met there a Jesuit 
missionary, having received from him a 
lamb as ti present, mistook it for the Lamb 
of God, concerning whom the missionary 
had talked much, and taking it with him 
when he returned to his people, impressed 
upon them the sacredness of this wonder- 
ful, and to them, strange beast, enjoining 
upon them the necessity of worshiping it 
with honor and reverence. A small island 
was chosen as a suitable dwelling place for 


Manitou would more lively eat him. If 
your animal was a truth, then it would 
have saved itself; if a fraud, then the sooner 
it was eaten the better." 


So true did this saying appear that some 


of the Indians sided with Mahingan, for 
all recognized that it was he who hod eaten 
the lamb, and there were not wanting thoue 
who began to murmur at Manahchinty for 
inducing them to worship false gods; and 
Manahchinty saw that strong measures 
were necessary in order to maintain his 
reputation of "Big Injun," so he toma- 
hawked his rival on the sly, and the people 
at once returned to their allegiance, proba- 
bly fearing lest they themselves should be 
tomahawked. Strange to say, after this 
Manahchinty became listless and depressed; 
some thought it was on account of the loss 
of his sacred lamb; but finally it leaked out 
that Mahingan, before dying, had found 
time to curse his murderer, to threaten 
him with his vengeance even though he 
were dead, and to promise him that he 
would pursue him and his heirs relentless- 
ly for many generations. Strange to re- 
late, Manahchinty soon joined his victim, 
having been upset from his canoe and 
drowned during a loon hunt. For several 
generations his descendants in the male 
line died violent deaths, and it was gener- 
ally conceded among Inolians that a curse 
was upon them.

At the age of 8 he 


was taken to London and his skill tested in 
the presence of eminent mathematicians. 
On being asked what numhsr being multi- 
plied into itself gave 106,929, before the 
figures could be written down he replied 
827; when asked tho cube root of 263,330,- 
125, he answered with equal readiness, 645. 
He was asked how many minutes there aro 
in forty-eight years and before the ques- 
tion could be written down, he said 25,228,- 
/|(^*. which is correct if no allowance is mado 


nqp year. 
jrranausii', at least for the science uf 


mathematics, Colburn's remarkable talent 
left him as soon as he beg'iu to train his 
mind in a systematic w«y. In later years 
he taught school in various places; was for 
a time an itinerant Methodist preacher and 
in 1835 was made professor, not of mathe- 
matics, but of languages, in the university 
at Norwich, Vt. He died in 1840, leaving 
behind him no works worthy of mention.

The True Way of Carving Mutton. 


Nearly every man you meet carves a leg 


of mutton badly, and yet its tenderness al- 
most always depends on the way tho slices 
are cut off. There aro two ways of doing 
this. W.hen you are sure that tho leg is 
from a sheep of a good breed and that it Is 
really tender, take hold of it by the knuckle 
with the left hand and then cut the slices 
perpendicularly from the joint to the bone 
of the fillet; then remove the muscle of tho 
knuckle, next turn the leg over and ullce 
off the back portion. For this essentially 
primitive way of carving gourmets substi- 
tute carving by curvilinear slices, which 
renders the pieces more succulent. 


But neither of tho waj's of curving a leg 


of mutton should bo resor'ed lo except 
when the meat is of tho best quality and oT 
great tenderness. In other cases the best 
way to proceed Is to cut horizontally in- 
stead of perpenflicularly—that Is, cut off 
tho slices parallel with the bone; the slices 
should "be cut very thin, and when a suf- 
ficient number have been sliced off jmi 
should plunge the fork into what remains 
of the leg several times and let the gravy 
run over them. A few drops of lemon juico 
and a little pepper and salt added will im- 
prove the flavor anmzingly.—Paris Cor. 
Chicago Herald. 


Sun Spots and Men's Trousers.

discovery—a connection between sun spots 
and the tightness or looseness of the fash- 
ionable man's trousers.

'in its southern or loncl side. Behind it 
was a nail marsh or valley, where the water 
wag from an inch to two or three foot deep 
nt the lowest ebb tide. Inland from the 
marsh, and indeed on low ridges in this 
marsh, wns a great growth of pine trees. 
Jlalf a mile back from the bench trees 
were found from two to throe feet in di- 
nmeter, and tall in proportion.

We observe 
Ih it MI Montgomery County the practice of 
granting a license, with a rule to show cause 
why it shall not be revoked, is pursued in 
all doubtful casos. We tliink th s a proper 
cane for such action, so that we can retain a 
hold cm the license. 
While we are reluct- 


lantly compelled to grant this license, we 
do so but temporarily, reseiving the power 
to revoke or change. It may be that an ac- 
tual trial will show that the objections are 
overstated, or it is probable that a less ob- 
jectionable place will be shown to exist.

the event of any shown violation of the law, 
we have the power to revoke, and will be 
prompt to do so.
